NEW CHIEF EXEC 


THIS is the man set to be 
handed the job of leading us 
through one of the most diffi¬ 
cult economic periods in the 
last century. 

Abdool Kara, 44, is the assistant chief 
executive for the London borough of 
Merton - and he is set to become Swale 
council’s new chief executive, pocketing 
£130,000-a-year plus bonuses. 

Yourswale can reveal an interview 
panel set up by the local authority has 
recommended Mr Kara’s appointment 
unanimously 

And we’ve had the first exclusive 
chat with the man tasked with sculpt¬ 
ing the borough’s future. 

The subject will be formally bought to 
the public’s attention at a full council 
meeting tomorrow (Thursday) when the

appointment is expected to be ratified. 

The highly-respected Mr Kara said 
he has already spoken to his current 
boss about taking on the job one day a 
week from Easter before assuming full 
control of the position in early July. 

The only things that remain are for¬ 
malities such as a medical examination. 

And his appointment promises to usher 
in a new dawn for the borough after the 
fiasco of the Mark Bilsborough era. 

Mr Bilsborough was eventually 
sacked from the council top job last 
year after a disciplinary hearing. He 
had been controversially placed on full- 
paid ‘gardening leave’ for 16 months - 


much to the chagrin of taxpayers left 
bemused by the situation. 

Mike Fisher took over the post on an 
interim basis in April 2008 but will 
now be replaced by Mr Kara. 

Mr Kara said: “My approach to the 
role will initially be two-fold. 

“The first one is to make sure the 
machine that is the council is working 
properly. I think the council would 
acknowledge that it has had some 
issues over performance in its time. 

“But in later months things have 
been going the right way under Mike 
Fisher. 

“Secondly, I want to ensure there is a 
much more outward looking approach. 

“An important thing we have to do is 
minimise the effect of the recession 
and ensure that we are in a strong 
position as the economic climate

Double parking 
will cost lives, 
warn firefighters

SOMEONE in Faversham 
will die if inconsiderate 
motorists do not improve 
their parking, say fire crews. 

A number of roads across the town 
are regularly turned into no-go zones 
for fire engines and other emergency 
vehicles because of cars left double- 
parked, at junctions or too far from 
the kerb. 

In a bid to combat this problem, a 
poster and leaflet campaign has been 
launched to warn drivers that it won’t 
be long before carelessly parked vehi¬ 
cles result in a fatality 

The poster and leaflet show a news¬ 
paper cutting with the headline “child 
dies in house fire”. 

While fictitious, the poster serves 
to remind drivers of the extreme 
consequences which careless parking 
may cause. 

These will be placed around prob¬ 
lem areas and will even be placed on 
cars that are badly parked. 

Police inspector David Applegate 
said: “The majority of residents do 
park safely and lawfully, however a 
minority of people do not seem to give 
any regard to other road users. I urge 


all residents to give consideration to 
how and where they park. 

“If they cannot park near to their 
house without causing an obstruction, 
then I ask that they consider parking 
further away. Such an action may save 
a life, and it could be theirs, or a fami¬ 
ly member. Additionally, poor parking 
may constitute an offence and consid¬ 
eration may be given to the prosecu¬ 
tion of people that park in this way.” 

Charlotte Hudson, Swale council 
community safety officer, said: “By 
backing this poster campaign we hope 
to draw eveiyone’s attention to the 
necessity of considering the potential 
consequences of where they park. 

‘We have had a positive response to 
previous poster campaigns and along 
with Kent Police and KFRS, we whole¬ 
heartedly support this initiative.” 

Fire crews will continue to work 
alongside their Community Safety 
partners to monitor problem areas and 
target those who continue to ignore 
this message. This could involve fines 
for the perpetrators and removal of 
cars causing an obstruction. 

It forms part of a recent nationwide 
call for action to be taken over the 
overcrowding of streets. It has prompt¬ 
ed some to demand new homes 
include more driveways and are set 
further off the road.

improves so that the regeneration of 
the area can continue 

“That is incredibly important for the 
whole of Swale.” 

Mr Kara admitted his salary was 
“good money” for a borough council 
and he is looking forward to learning 
more about the area. 

“I obviously want to get to know 
what the issues facing the people of 
Faversham are,” he said. 

“In a few months I am sure I will 
know far more about the town than I 
do now. 

“What I do feel is the council must 
help those who are in the greatest 
amount of need of assistance and that 
is what I intend to do. 

“But there will be difficult decisions 
to make and not all of them will be 
about the recession. Reduced public 
spending is going to take place what¬ 
ever the colour of Government and I 
want to ensure that the council is in 
the best possible position to advise 
politicians to help them make the 
right decisions.” 

Mr Kara said he comes from quite a 
strong local authority background. 

Enthusiasm 

He said: “I have been in this role at 
Merton for three-and-a-half years and 
I also spent seven years with the 
Audit Commission. 

“What I want to bring to the job is 
vigour and enthusiasm, together with 
a commitment to local public services. 

“A full meeting of the council takes 
place on Thursday and following that 
I intend to hand in my notice at the 
end of the month if all goes to plan. 

“Then I have to work three months 
notice but I have already spoken to 
the chief executive here about the 
possibility of doing one day a week in 
Swale after Easter. 

“I then hope to take up the post full 
time at the start of July.” 

In a letter to councillors, leader 
Andrew Bowles wrote: “I am delight¬ 
ed that we have made this appoint¬ 
ment which starts a new chapter for 
the council and the whole community 
of Swale. 

“We had an excellent choice of 
candidates - by far the strongest 
field I have ever been involved in 
interviewing. 

“I am sure that any one of the 
four interviewed candidates would 
have been more than capable of 
being appointed.”

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Dig discovers glimpse 

of town's ancient past

Remains reveal 
11th century site

AN ARCHAEOLOGICAL dig in the 
centre of Faversham has revealed 
what is believed to be a home dat¬ 
ing from the 11th century. 

The ancient building was uncovered in Abbey 
Street at the site of the old Whitbread Training 
Centre, next door to the Phoenix pub. 

Pits, post holes and intact flagstone floor have 
been discovered by members of the Swale and 
Thames Survey Company which stages digs 
across the county. 

Fragments of pottery from the Middle Ages 
and an even more ancient piece from the start 
of the first millennium have also been taken 
away for examination and preservation. 

Significant 

Archaeologist Dr Paul Wilkinson said: “As 
part of the normal process when a planning 
application is put in, an archaeological team 
surveyed the area and found that it was histor¬ 
ically significant. 

“We have been able to take some items recov¬ 
ered from what we believe are rubbish pits 
away for examination. 

“Faversham is an historic town and we have 
uncovered a building which has been used 


through the centuries. The town is a rich area 
to explore.” 

The site is actually set for building develop¬ 
ment by property company Gillcrest Homes. 

It was first decided to be important as various 
medieval buildings are in the vicinity including 
the 14th century St Mary of Charity Church. 

The exact spot was also the site of a brewery 
dating from the 19th century. 

During the investigation a pair of trenches 
were originally dug to try and ascertain the 
period of the old building. 

Later finds included pottery fragments dat¬ 
ing from the 12th and 13th centuries as well as 
holes where posts would have been placed to 
hold up the structure. 


Further parts of the uncovered structure can 
be correlated to a map which dates from the 
16th century of what was then the Abbey Farm 
Estate which shows a property in the exact 
location of the finds. 

Other remnants of usage from Victorian 
times have also been uncovered including a 
cast iron ventilation grill 

The team discovered that the building had 
been extensively redeveloped in the last 150 
years and the medieval structure replaced ini¬ 
tially by terraced housing and then by the 
brewery buildings. 

They say this indicates any earlier deposits - 
from prehistoric or Roman times - may have 
been removed.

Residents' fury at 
'arrogant' builder's 
plans to build flats 


ANGRY residents say a new four- 
storey block of flats on the site of the 
Co-op store near Faversham railway 
station will “stick out like a sore 
thumb”. 

Developers want to build 14 flats 
above a newly-constructed store in 
Forbes Road which is currently 
where the convenience store is situ¬ 
ated. 

Eldon Hinchcliffe of the 
Faversham Society said the new 
building would wreck the current 
approach to the conservation area 
near the station. 

He added that the developers 
had shown “supreme arrogance” in 
trying to site a modem building 
amidst the historic Georgian part of 
the town. 

Architect Mr Hinchcliffe said: “The 
modem design and materials relate 
poorly to those of the 18th and 19th 
century buildings. 


“The location of the building 
towards the front of the site would 
make it much more obtmsive and 
would result in substantial harm to 
the character and appearance of this 
part of the conservation area. 

“There is almost no demand for 
flats in Faversham. We do not 
require another 14. 

“If this proposal is approved I will 
take an extremely dim view of any 
Swale planning officer ever suggest¬ 
ing to me that one of my designs 
must respect its setting.” 

Ward councillor Anita Walker said 
the plan had insufficient space for 
parking and the amount of parking 
for shoppers would also be cut. 

At a site meeting other protestors 
said this proposal was like “filling in 
a gap in a row of teeth”. 

The decision on the future of the 
site will be taken by Swale planners 
on April 2.

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Webmaster in 
call to boost 
recycling site

THE creator of innovative recy¬ 
cling website SnaffleUp is looking 
for a PR savvy partner to help 
increase the number of users. 

SnaffleUp allows visitors to post up their 
unwanted items to see if anyone else can 
make use of them, but Heme Bay business¬ 
man Chris Toynbee, who started the site in 
August last year, says he may be forced to shut 
the site down unless he can increase the num¬ 
ber of users. 

SnaffleUp has built up a user base of more 
than 5,000 people, but Mr Toynbee says he 
has yet to reach the “critical mass” required to 
keep it viable. He hopes a PR boost will get 
more people logging on and allow SnaffleUp 
to become self supporting. 

Mr Toynbee said: “There is definitely scope 
there to make money. It just needs to get that 
critical mass of users. 

“Once the number of users goes up then 
there will be money to be made from advertis¬ 
ing revenue and a few other sources, but it’s 
just getting that number of users. 

“It’s just been difficult getting the word out 
there. You need a budget and marketing 
expertise and I just don’t have that at the 
moment. 

“I’m looking for someone to take on a sort of 
shareholder type role as a partner, with some 
background in PR and marketing who knows 
how to spread the word.” 

Mr Toynbee says the economic downturn 
might even benefit sites like his own. 

He said: “In theory, during the economic 
downturn this kind of site should do well as 
more people will be looking for free items.” 

The things that get added to the site daily 
are many and varied with everything from 
lobster pots to lampshades being given away.

Council ready to switch off 
to help Earth Hour cause 

RESIDENTS, businesses and community 
groups should turn their lights out for one 
hour on Saturday, according to council bosses. 

The call is part of Swale’s contribution to 
Earth Hour, a global initiative run by the World 
Wildlife Fund to tackle climate change, which 
starts at 8.30pm. Major cities worldwide have 
already stated their backing for the event. 

Councillor Andrew Bowles has signed up to 
the scheme on behalf of the council by adding 
his name to the list of individuals and organi¬ 
sations who are supporting it. 

This year all non-essential lights in Swale 
House and the Sheemess District Office, will 
be switched off to highlight the local authori¬ 
ty’s continued environmental work. 

Impact 

The council has already signed up to the 
Nottingham Declaration which commits the 
council to work with central government to 
deliver the UK Climate Change Programme, 
the Kyoto Protocol and the target for carbon 
dioxide reduction by 2010. Staff are also work¬ 
ing on a Local Climate Impacts Profile that 
will inform how the effects of climate change 
can be minimised and will help the communi¬ 
ty adapt to the impact of climate change. 

Cllr Bowles said: “If everybody in Swale turns 
out all non-essential lights in their homes and 
workplaces at the same time on March 28, it 
will help to highlight the issues of climate 
change and will emphasise the need to save 
energy and reduce Swale’s carbon footprint.”

Recycling projects 
given helping hand 

Countywide green schemes given share of £70,000

ELEVEN community proj¬ 
ects have been awarded a 
total of £70,000 to go 
towards developing eco- 
friendly schemes. 

The Kent Waste Partnership, which 
includes representatives from Kent 
County Council and the 12 district 
and borough councils in Kent, award¬ 
ed the funding on Thursday from its 
Community Waste Action Fund. Each 
of the projects will use the money to 
fund initiatives designed to encour¬ 
age recycling in their communities.

The West Kent Extra and West 
Kent YMCA group was awarded the 
largest amount of £25,000, which 
will go towards purchasing two new 
vehicles to expand the group’s exist¬ 
ing recycling furniture scheme. 

Landfill 

The smallest amount of £100 was 
presented to Milstead parish coun¬ 
cil, near Sittingboume, to purchase 
compost bins for local residents. 

Minster Community Centre on 


Sheppey, will get £8,000; Eythome 
parish council, in Dover, £6,000; and 
Pepenbury, a residential home for 
adults with learning difficulties in 
Tunbridge Wells, will receive £7,000, 
all to go towards supporting higher 
recycling rates and cutting food waste. 

Pepenbury fundraiser Nigel Hill 
said: “We live in the countryside and 
the last thing we want to see being 
built is a landfill, so we are going to 
recycle everything on site and hold 
events to get the community involved 
and hopefully encourage them to 
recycle everything they can as well.” 

Others Kent schemes to be award¬ 


ed funding include the Greenhithe 
Community Market Garden, with 
£7,642; the First Faversham Scout 
Group, £2,000, Faversham 
Assistance Centre, £5,000; Resopon 
in Thamsemead, £3,700; Skillnet, 
£2,600; and the Beat Project. £1,376. 

Initiatives 

The 11 projects were presented 
with cheques for the funding at 
County Hall in Maidstone on 
Thursday morning, by Kent County 
Council’s lead member for environ¬ 
ment Charles Hibberd and 
Sevenoaks district council’s cabinet 


member for the cleaner greener 
environment Avril Hunter. 

Cllr Hunter, who attended on 
behalf of the district and borough 
councils throughout Kent, said: 
“These projects know their commu¬ 
nities and know what their commu¬ 
nity needs and they are setting a 
fantastic example to others.

Industry left soured by our work-shy young 


DAIRY farmers say the industry in Kent 
is dwindling because young people are not 
prepared to get their hands dirty 

The number of farms producing milk, 
butter and cheese in the UK has fallen 
dramatically over the past 20 years and 
there are concerns the trend will never be 
reversed due to a lack of interest in entering 
the profession. 

Falling milk prices coupled with rising 
production costs have made it a difficult time 
to be a dairy farmer, although some in Kent 
say the industry still has a bright future as 
long as there are people willing to work in it. 

Romney Marsh farmer Steve Fumival said:

“There are guys who are retiring all the time, 
but the problem is the younger generation 
are not interested in the commitment of the 
job. They don’t want to get up early and work 
hard all day. 

Breeding 

“I think there are about 35 or 40 farms left 
in Kent, but that’s about half the number it 
was 20 years ago. The ones that are left tend 
to expand or become more efficient through 
better feeding or breeding techniques.” 


According to figures released this week by 
the Conservative Party, almost 15,000 farm¬ 
ers have quit the dairy industry since 1997 - 
the equivalent of 26 a week. 

South East MEP Richard Ashworth, who 
lives in Folkestone, was a dairy farmer 
between 1970 and 2001. 

He said: “The dairy industry does have a 
future in Kent and across the country 
because the demand for dairy products will 
always be high. 

“There will be ups and downs so there 
needs to be top-class production standards, 
and if there are then I think the future will 
be bright.”

It is run in conjunction with the global 
eco-schools programme, which encourages 
pupils and teachers to come up with fun, 
eco-friendly projects to help make their 
school a more pleasant place to be and 
reduce its impact on the environment.

Don't go down my Wembley 
way in theatre souvenir sale 


ON Saturday the final crowds will 
gather at the Marlowe Theatre for 
the venue’s closing down sale. 

For theatre fans it will be a chance to own a 
bit of history as the fixtures and fittings are 
flogged to raise a few bob before the bulldozers 
roll in and knock it down. All of this ahead of 
its state-of-the-art replacement being built. 

You can even buy a little bit of the stage 
itself if you possess the money for such things. 

It’s not a new concept, just down the road at 
the St Lawrence cricket ground, Kent chiefs 
saw a chance to cash in when the old lime tree 
was blown down. By cutting it into splinters 
they made a small fortune. Clever. 

Which reminded me of when the old 
Wembley Stadium was closed. As part of the 
sell-off they cut up slices of the pitch. It meant 
you could actually own some of the hallowed 
turf yourself. What’s more, this was back in the 
early days of the internet. So you could buy 


without millions muscling in, in a Michael 
Jackson-ticket-frenzy sort of way. 

I snapped up a decent-sized chunk for about 
£30 from an auction site that wasn’t eBay - 
that’s how long ago it was in internet history. 
It came with stud marks and everything. I was 
prepared to ignore the fact the pitch was fre¬ 
quently replaced, and the piece I owned was 
probably only stood on by someone from Deal 
Town taking a throw in as they won the hotly 
contested last ever FA Vase final. 

So, I expect you’re keen to learn how I plant¬ 
ed it carefully.

I rushed out¬ 
side, with the laughter of my wife ringing in 
my ears, in a desperate bid to resuscitate it by 
digging it a patch in my garden. Nature is 
good, but it’s not a miracle worker. 

So rather than a penalty spot to be the envy 
of all, you simply have to take my word for the 
fact there is some, ahem, dirt from the old 
Wembley, somewhere in my garden. Even the 
shrub I planted it near has been moved, mean¬ 
ing I’m not even sure where the dirt lies now. 

A sorry tale which will make buying a piece 
of the Marlowe stage look like a brilliant 
worthwhile investment.

He was the son of a baker 
and his mother held down three jobs 
to help keep the family afloat. 

Early on he hoped to become a pro¬ 
fessional footballer, but turned down 
a trial at Scunthorpe Lfnited to focus 
on playing the banjo in Liverpool’s 
pubs and clubs. After getting married 
and moving to Wrexham, he found 
work in the construction industry 
and this would lead to his involve¬ 
ment with trade union politics. 

In 1972 he became involved with 
the builders’ strike, organising flying 
pickets and refusing to testify 
against his fellow strikers in court. 
Along with Des Warren, he was con¬ 
victed of conspiracy charges and sen¬ 
tenced to two years in prison, but 
Tomlinson has always protested his 
innocence. He is still campaigning to 
clear his name and that of his fellow 
defendants. 

During his time in prison 
Tomlinson developed a love of classi¬ 
cal music and discovered socialist 
theory. Blacklisted by the building 
trade, on his release he became an 
entertainer and theatrical agent. His 


life changed forever in 1980 when 
one of his stage routines was spotted 
by director Alan Bleasdale, who 
offered Tomlinson a role in his 
acclaimed TV series Boys From The 
Blackstuff. 

He went on to appear in the Jim 
Allen play United Kingdom and Ken 
Loach’s film Riff Raff, though his 
best-known character during the 80s 
was trade unionist Bobby Grant in 
Channel 4 soap Brookside. 

In 1998 he was reunited with his 
Brookside screen wife, Sue Johnston, 
to play the patriarch of The Royle 
Family. Written by Caroline Aheme 


and Craig Cash, the BBC sitcom 
established Jim Royle as one of the 
most iconic characters in British 
comedy history. 

He will be hosting part of the show 
as Jim and will also be appearing as 
fictitious football manager, Mike 
Bassett, the eponymous star of the 
2001 comedy film.

Top tips for clearing out 
your clutter

Ms Rocca said most people are 
hoarders and storage space is at a 
premium for nearly everyone. But, 
more often than not, people aren’t 
maximising the potential space that 
goes unnoticed in the home. 

She said: “As your home will be 
much more comfortable and run far 
more efficiently if things are put 
away, why not try some of the follow¬ 
ing ideas to help?” 

These are her tips for a thorough 
spring clean: 

• Store toys in plastic colour-coded 
stackable boxes with lids to differen¬ 
tiate the types of toys inside; or you 
may decide to give each child their 
own personal box they’re responsible 
for to encourage them to tidy up 
after themselves. 

• By covering open shelves with 
roller blinds, using a fold-up screen 
or ceiling-hung fabric panels as room 
dividers, you’ll be able to hide some 
of that clutter and achieve more 
space.

NEXT weekend marks the showroom 
debut of a car that could lighten current 
gloom - the Mini Convertible Mk II. 

The market has waited two years 
longer for an all-new Mini crop top than 
for the hatchback - here first in Cooper 
(£15,995) and Cooper S (£18,995) forms. 

If the original wore decapitation awk¬ 
wardly, the newcomer is more harmo¬ 
nious with roof up or down. Prominent 
roll bars behind each rear seat have 
gone too, replaced by a single bar that 
extends only if a crash is imminent. 



Urban Cruiser, the 'Son 
of RAV' r is coming soon 

TOYOTA launches its answer to ‘townie 
crossovers’ like the Nissan Qashqai and 
Kia Soul, next month. 

The eye-catching Urban Cruiser uses 
expertise honed by the Japanese giant’s 
experience with the RAV4 series, but 
notes the motor market’s desire to down¬ 
size and for SUVs (sports utility vehicles) 
to be less obtrusive. So the Urban Cruiser 
is compact and uses a 1.4-litre diesel, but 
still looks muscular and, Toyota insists, 
will be 4x4... but let’s not bet against a 
front-wheel drive model later. 



Patriot's sparks Jeep 
revolution from inside 

JEEP has clearly listened to repeated 
complaints about the Achilles heel of its 
otherwise clever bargain basement 4x4, 
the Patriot - poor quality interior design 
and finishing. 

The car has an all-new instrument 
panel, redesigned centre console, remod¬ 
elled door trim, carpeted boot floor and 
premium floor mats plus new sound sys¬ 
tems. Yet prices are even more competi¬ 
tive than before, starting from under 
£15,000, which is family hatchback 
money for a proper off-roader.

BMW's reborn classic 


BMW’s fortunes were founded on 
the 3-Series of the 1980s. 

It was a beautifully understated car, styled 
by ruler and embellished by BMW’s trade¬ 
mark nose - twin headlamps flanking a 
slatted grille and the so-called ‘double kidney’ 
centre detail. Powerful versions of that car - 
the E30 in BMW-speak - could be a handful, 
largely due to a shortish wheelbase, but it 
looked good inside and out. 

Since then, BMW has chucked the ruler away 
in favour of whimsical curves and slashes; ‘nou¬ 
veau fans’ seem to like this styling of recent 
generation cars while traditionalists have 
either bought reluctantly or shopped elsewhere. 

But there is a spiritual successor to the orig¬ 
inal E30 two-door in particular - the 1-Series 
Coupe launched last year. 

Proportions are similar, even if the design is 
more new than old ‘Beemer’ with its wheels 
pushed to the extremities; it is rear-driven in 
the BMW tradition, but there is none of the 
tail twitchiness of its distant predecessor - if 
anything, it edges more towards understeer. 

This sporting nature does not come at the 
cost of an excessively hard ride though,

despite using run-flat tyres to free the boot 
from packing a spare. 

It also boasts access to something the E30 
never had in the UK - some of the best diesel 
engine options in this class. 

The 120d (£21,385) is the entry model for the 
whole range as well as the diesels, yet powers 
the car to 62mph in just 7.6 seconds. 

Its 123d flagship sister, as tested here, does 
the job in 7.0 secs; all petrol versions better 
that, of course, but you are still getting a sport¬ 
ing BMW plus diesel economy and even our 
123d should average some 50mpg. 

What an engine too - twin turbochargers for 
loads of power across the range, plus the 
smoothness of a petrol unit. 

And it is a proper four-seater, though rear 
legroom is cramped and you will tire of having 
to re-adjust either front seat after allowing 
rear passengers in and out. 

It comes with BMW’s impressive 
EfficientDynamics (ED) package, delivering 
here and now economies and lower emissions 
without compromising what we can still enjoy 
about driving, and includes a ‘stop-start’ facili¬ 
ty that cuts and smoothly re-starts the engine 
when stationery in traffic or at the lights.

More effort into saving 
energy pays dividends 


SAFE AS HOUSES: Aylesford and other parts of central Kent are well placed for the post-recession rebound 


CASH-conscious businesses have by now 
found ways of reducing their electricity, 
gas and water costs by negotiating lower 
charges and moving to lower energy light¬ 
ing. 

But these savings will 
soon be eaten up by fur¬ 
ther increases in prices 
and carbon taxes says 
Martyn Young, pictured 
right, who runs Blean- 
based Atlantic Business 
Resources. 

“A cost-effective solution is to educate 
your staff into minimising usage,” he said. 

“A good way to start is to appoint an 
‘energy champion’ with responsibility for 
reducing usage. With weekly meter read¬ 
ings, usage can be charted on the wall. 

“By engaging staff in this way you are 
ensuring continuity of effort, rather than 
one-off training which often gets forgotten. 
Employee involvement can easily reduce 
utility costs by ten per cent. 

“For higher usage businesses there are 
energy monitoring and control systems 
which will take readings eveiy 30 minutes 
and provide information. 

“These cost from about £3,500 upwards, 
but can easily pay back within one to two 
years of savings. There are interest-free 
loans available through the Carbon Trust, 
and they also attract 100 per cent capital 
allowances.” 

Free start-up seminar 

PEOPLE thinking of working for them¬ 
selves are being offered a free training 
seminar on how to survive and thrive in 
the recession. 

Called Let’s Talk Starting In Business, it 
will be at Barclays business centre in 
North Street, Ashford, on Friday. 

It’s run by Capitalise Business Support 
(CBS) in conjunction with NFEA, the 
national enterprise network. 

CBS managing director Sean Dennis 
said the aim was to have more workshops 
in Ashford and Maidstone during the year. 

And would-be bosses can also discuss 
the possibility of finance.

PROPERTY prices in central Kent 
will boom again once the economy 
starts moving out of recession. 

The message was clear from county-based 
industry expert John Elliott at a workshop on 
this year’s outlook for property in the Weald 
and west Kent. 

Mr Elliott, managing director of Millwood 
Designer Homes, based in Tonbridge, said 
although current trading remained tough, 
“stock was beginning to move and individuals 
could obtain mortgage finance, although on 
more stringent terms”. 

He told delegates at the meeting, run by 
local law firm Thomson Snell & Passmore, 
that once the turning point in the general 
economy comes the recovery in the property 
market would be “rapid”. 

“As developers would be unlikely to get their 
existing ‘mothballed’ sites on line quickly 
enough to satisfy demand, prices would rise 
again as fewer sites came on to the market to 
satisfy need.” 

Simon Richardson, of the South East 
England Development Agency (Seeda), said 
the outlook was mixed. 

He added that surveys showed businesses in 
Kent were less pessimistic about the future 
than their counterparts in the rest of the 
South East. 

However, he said, the numbers of residents 
employed in the financial services sector 
meant the Weald and west Kent area was like¬ 
ly to be more vulnerable to the effects of the 
credit crunch than other parts of the county. 

A discussion group on regeneration and 
renewal concluded the area was held back by 


factors such as poor road transport links and 
higher priority for investment given to other 
areas such as Thanet or the Thames Gateway. 

Another group discussing rural and agricul¬ 
tural issues said the rural community had 
been sustained over a number of years by 
diversification into other activities. 

However, farmers were often prevented from 
diversifying due to complicated planning rules 
and regulations and, more recently, restricted 
finance. 

Demand among farmers to develop their 
businesses was not matched by political will. 

Regarding rental property, it was concluded 


that in the current market landlords must be 
prepared to offer more flexible terms to attract 
and retain tenants and keep up their income, 
including break clauses and rent-free periods. 

In the meantime, developers who had 
options over potential sites were not exercising 
them because funding was not generally avail¬ 
able for residential development unless sites 
were wholly pre-let. 

So the conclusion was that the Weald and 
west Kent area is in a good position to take 
advantage of the upturn when it comes, and 
what was needed were effective council-led 
initiatives and a stronger infrastructure.

Kent duo bowled over after 
becoming world champions

KENT and England captain 
Charlotte Edwards admits it’s going 
to take time for it to finally sink in 
that her side are world champions. 

The 29-year-old had previously lost in three 
World Cup semi-finals, but in the early hours of 
Sunday morning, Edwards lifted the trophy to 
cap off an amazing 12-months in which the 
England women’s team won the Ashes in 
Australia and Edwards herself was named ICC 
Women’s Player of the Year. 

In a tense final in New South Wales, England 
bowled New Zealand out for 166 thanks to Nicky 
Shaw claiming figures of four for 34 having been 
drafted in on the day of the game to replace the 
injured Jenny Gunn. At one stage England were 
cmising, but lost five wickets for 40 runs to slip to 
149 for six, including Edwards for ten and Kent 
team-mate Lydia Greenway who made eight. 

Shaw and spinner Holly Colvin came together 
at the end to see them over the line to win by four 
wickets. 

A delighted Edwards said: “It’s great having the 
trophy but I think it will take a couple of days to 
sink in. 

“I’m not too sure what I am feeling at the 
moment but I am just so happy we got over the 
line in the end. We are world champions - it’s just 
believing it now. 

“We made really hard work of it, but it doesn’t 
matter how you win as long as you win. The girls 
have worked really hard. 

“I was biting my fingernails at the end because 
I didn’t want us to mess it up. We had done so well 
in the field, we bowled and fielded well, so to let it 
slip stupidly would have been disastrous.” 

The World Cup is just the start of a big year for 
Edwards and her side as they look to continue 
promoting the women’s game in England. The 
Kent and England skipper will lead her side out 
in the inaugural ICC Women’s World Twenty20, 
which if England make the final, is to be played 
before the men’s Twenty20 final at Lord’s later 
this summer. 

The England side also take on Australia looking 
to make it three Ashes wins in a row, but for now 
Edwards is savouring the moment of having led a 
side to the top of the women’s game. 

She said: “My brother said to me three months 
ago that we would win it and I have done it. 

“If I really put my mind to something it normal¬ 
ly happens, but it would not happen if I didn’t 
have such a great bunch of people around me. 

They have done fantastically well and it’s great to
